But us youths dresscd in 
khaki uniform chanted “IR4, 
IRL, up the IRA" outside the 
gales leading to CJussicbann 
Castle, where the MInuntbatten 
family spent 1beir vummer 
holiday. [rader and local people 
in NMiulfaghmore,. co Sliko. 
showed their anger at the 
decision to hold the rally in the 
silage. 

Holidaymakhers staıed away 
from the beuutifoal bay, hich 
should hate been c\pvriencing 
ils busiest weekend uf the 
holiday seasan: all shops and 
hotels closed; no milk aor 
nunspapers were bruugtht into 
the village and. instead of the 
S000 to 10.00 pcople «ho 
mould normally hase crunded 
the beach. onl abuut 15U nere 
un it, as rhe rally began. 

‘The organizers alsu faced 
some embarrascmeot nhrn onc 
local independent councillor 
accused the IR. of fanning the 
flames vf sectarianism and 
glamourizing ıi sm. This 
led to slow hand-lapping. pro- 
IRA chants and shouts af “join 
your blvedsucker Muuntbatten™ 
fram an angry croud. which in 
the end forced him fu abandon 
his speech. 

Four local cnuncillurs, the 
uncle of a man acquitted of 
murdering 1I.ord Niountbatten 
and Mfr Oven Carran., Iormerly 
MP fur Fermanazh and South 
Tyrune. defended their right to 
hold the rally in Mlullaghmore, 
honourud the 10 hunger strikers 
nha dicd t™o scars ago and . 
called on Britain lu get out of 
Ireland. 

Once hutel owner said that a 
coach party of 47 had cancelled 
their fre-duy stay. "They can 
have the village, but they will 
never come here apain. They 
mill neser buy another thing 
here. They are not wanted. Lord 
Mountbatten gume a lut of , 
vmployment to people herc.

No one will deny that a 
soyaburger is better for you than a 
bag of chips, but before getting too 
faddy about food it's as well to 
reflect on some findings by Dr Ray 
Roseman, cardiologist and senior 
research physician at Stanford 
Research Institute.

Amount of dividend 
for shareholders 
on company transfer 


Hawker Siddeley Group plc v 
Hawker Siddeley Aviation Ltd 
and Another.

On ibe acquisistion of Hawker 
Siddeley subsidiaries by British 
Aerospace their statutory obligation 
1o pay a final divideûd to their 
former. holding company was an 
obligation to Pay a net dividend 
plus the appropriate 1ax credi1 sa 
that together they amounted to a 
gross “ranked ent” equal to 
the revenues certified as available io 
them. not a dividend equal to the 
mined revenue plus a tax credit as 
well, 


The Housc of Lords reinstaled 
the order of Mr Justice Dillon to 
that effect in unanimously uphold- 
ing the appeals of Hawker Siddeley’ 
Aviation Ltd and Hawker Siddeley 
Dynamics Ltd from the decision on 
December 6, 1982, of the Court of 
Appeal {Lord Justice Stephenson. 
Lord Justice Slade and Lord Justice 
Oliver) in favour of the respondents 
Hawker Siddeley Group plc,

Elvwın CGilasgow for the appellants; 
Mr D. C. Porter. QC, and Mr Alan 
Secbestscn for the respondents. 


LORD TEMPLEMAN said that 
the question was whether the former 
shareholders of the appellants 
whose shares were transferred by’ 1he 
Aircraft and Shipbuilding Industries 
Act 1977 to British Aerospace on 
April 29. 1977 were entitled under 
section 25 of the Act for lhe period 
from January | to April 28, 1977 to 
a dividend equa! to the certified nel 
revenuc for {hal period plus a tax 
credll equal to the advarıce 
corporation tax attributable to the 
dividend or whether the former 
sharcholders were only entiled t0 a 
dividend of an amount which, 
together with the amount of the 
advance corporation lax aittribu- 
1ablc to the dividend. was equal to 
the certified net revenue plus a lax 
credit appropriate to ihe dividend. 


The certified net revenue of Lhe 
firsı appellant for the relevant 
perıod was £3.0m. Mr Justice Dillon 
decided tha1 the respondent who 
was cntiled to all the issued share 
capital of ihe appellant immediately 
before April 29, 1977 was entitled to 
a dividend of £2.4m and to a tax 
credit of £1.2m equal to the advance 
corporalon tax attributable to the 
divıdend of £2.4m. 


The Court of Appeal reversed 
that decision and held that the 
respondent was entilled to a 
dividend of £3.6m and to a tax 
credit of £1.9m equal to the advance 
corporation tax attributable to the 
dividend of £3.6m. 


Sections 23 and 24 of the Act 
controlled the dividends permitted 
to be paid by the several companies, 
including the first appellants, whose 
shares were by scction 19 irans- 
ferred to Briish Aerospace or 
British Shipbuilders.
